The Selsoviet had its own militia, wax ai.oi.-e- an 
nhirfi. All scuirm ulanc, production quotas and new raetnods oi cultivation 
were transmitted" frorr the Solnovi t to the kolkhozes. The two agronomists 
visited the kolkhozes advising them ac to the best metnods ox cultivation, 
fertilisation etc. The MTS was located in Sima (564M-3933E) and the rayon 
fertiliser center in Yuryev-rolski (5630K-3941E), about 30 kilometers from 
Poremilovo.
